1 . The relevant state of the art is WO-A-00/46043 which discloses a method of 
making a glass panel from which a method according to claim 1 differs in that it 
comprises the steps (i)-(iii). 

A method according to daim 1 is therefore new (Art. 33 (2) PCT). 

The problem to be solved can be seen in manufacturing a glass panel with a 

partial printing of ceramic ink in a plurality of layers.. 

None of the documents cited in the search report suggests the features (i)-(iii) of 
claim 1 in order to solve said problem. 

A method according to claim 1 involves therefore an inventive step (Art. 33 (3) 
PCT). 

2. Independent claim 1 is not in the two-part form in accordance with Rule 6.3(b) 
PCT, which in the present case would be appropriate, with those features known 
in combination from the prior art (document WO-A-00/46043) being placed in the 
preamble (Rule 6.3(b)(i) PCT) and with the remaining features being included in 
the characterising part (Rule 6.3(b)(ii) PCT). 

3. Contrary to the requirements of Rule 5.1(a)(ii) PCT, the relevant background art 
disclosed in the document WO-A-00/46043 is not mentioned in the description, 
nor is this document identified therein. 

4. The words "manufactured by ' on page 14, line 14 are not clear and should 

have been deleted (Art. 6 PCT).
